Teachers had 
given them freely of their life ’s ta l­ 
ents; pupils should go on to set in 
order the things that are w anting, 
as Paul told Titus to do. 
“ I here are men in this country 
today who could set in order the 
things that are 
w anting. 
There 
are those who could set 
in order 
things from an econom ic standpoint 
today, but they are w anting.” Lead­ 
ership of the future, such as the 
present young people 'have the op­ 
portunity of furnishing, he hoped 
will solve the problem s of the fu ­ 
ture by vastly more unselfishne-s 
and 
intelligence 
than 
has 
been 
show n by th** present generation of 
possible leaders. 
He cited the con ­ 
centration of great wealth and its 
selfish w ithdraw al from circulation 
in the service of hum anity, at the 
sam e tim e when recent victim s of 
drouth and unem ploym ent are liven r 
in huts alon g river banks and ob­ 
liged to live by 
foraging. 
Surely' 
the new and com ing generation, if 
they will adopt the Christian stan d ­ 
ard o f “To H ave Is to Owe,” can­ 
not make such a m ess of it as tile 
present adult generation have done 
by their selfishness and lack o f v i­ 
sion. 
W orth w hile livin g is in doing the 
difficult things; the harden athletic 
contests are the m ost interesting. 
So the individual that att* m pts the 
hard th in gs, “settin g in oilier the 
things that are 
w anting,” really 
gets the m ost out: of life and may 
w in the h igh est piai.se in the end. 
A s illustrations of th!- 
truth, he 
dw elt in an inspiring way on the 
shining exam ples of Major General 
Charles Gordon, the

tan ,” W illiam Lloyd Garrison, Prof. 
M ichaelson the scien'ist, and fin­ 
ally and especially, Dr. David L iv­ 
ingston, w ho devoted his 
life to
